The Japanese hotel, on the Waikikt 


side of Maunakea, near Beretania, was 
visited by Dr. Scaparone at about 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon to re- 
sponse to a message that an inmate 
had developed suspicious signs. 


The doctor found a Japanese lad of 


17 years, named Zuwoka, lying in a 
room on the first floor of the building. 
An exa agnation revealed a small, ir- 
regul?r pulse at 120. The temperature 
was 104. There was a bubo on the left 
groin, well denned and very painful. 
The case Is viewed with grave suspi- 
cion and the sufferer has been removed 
to the pest hospital at Kakaako. 


Another case reported at about 2 


o'clock yesterday afternoon by Dr. Mit- 
amura was later on examined by Dr. 
Garvln and classed, as "suspicious." 
The woman is Shino, wife of a Japan- 
ese named Murt&amo Shotaro, who re- 
sides on Merchant street, a few doors 
Walkikl of Alakea 'street. - Dr. Gar- 
vin found the woman's pulse-as high 
as 120, and her temperature 103. An 
examination revealed the right ingui- 
nal gland somewhat enlarged, and the 
patient highly excited. A guard was 
set over the premises, and the woman 
removed to the hospital at Kakaako 
fast night The neighbors, Hawaiian 
and'Japanese, promptly cleared out at 
the first sign of trouble. 


At the request of the Board'of 


Health, Dr. Katsunuma, chairman of 
a Japanese society, made a census of 
the Japanese held in the quarantined 
district. The total shows 3,242 men 
and women and 183 children, the list 
including ISO,adults from outside dis- 
tricts who were caught by the sudden 
application tof the quarantine. EJtorts 
are being made to obtain a similar 
census oT the Chinese. 
The shack In the rear of the Koba- 


yaahi Hotel, and in which the Pake 
plague victim, Kau Wai, had lived be- 
fore his removal to the Chinese Hospi- 
tal, 'was dragged out on Pauahl street 
and bnrned^yfisterday afternoon. 


Special Quarantine. 


A epecial quarantine was declared 


vesterday afternoon over that portion 
of'tli*3 
Jnfected Chinatown district 


'bounded by King, Kekaulike and 
Queen streets, and completed by a 
lane connecting Queen and 
King 


streets, situated about midway be- 
tween 
Kekaulike 
and 
Maunakea 


streets. A strong cordon of soldlerg 
was placed entirely around this area. 
At 5 o'clock last evening the inhabit- 
ants were marched through the city 
to the kerosene warehouse at Kaka- 
ako, 
which has been fitted up as a de- 


tention camp. Two wagons loaded 
with Chinese and native women fol- 
lowed the procession, -which was se- 
curely guarded by armed men. Much 
comment was made by observant na- 
tives and others on the fact that the 
wagons used for the removal of plague 
victims were employed for the purpose 
of transferring these women to the 
camps. The personal effects and such 
goods as can be fumigated were re- 
moved last night and subjected to a 
thorough fumigation, after which they 
were stored, and will eventually 
be 


returned to their owners. The build- 
ings on the land thus segregated will 
, be destroyed by fire at about noon to* 


day, 
together with their contents, the 


special commission 
having decided 


that nothing short of absolute destruc- 
tion will put an end to the danger of 
contagion from a district, out of which' 
two victims have already been taken. 


Committee of Merchants. 


A oommittee of the wholesale mer- 


chants of Honolulu has made an offer 
to the Board of Health to take charge 
of and thoroughly fumigate the mer- 
chandise- taken from the condemned 
blocks at their own expense. This of- 
fer, which the Btard has accepted, will 
be a great relief to them, aa they will 
now have only the personal effects of 
the people to disinfect at the Kakaako 
station. 


Contractor Kerr completed the fu- 


migation plant at the kerosene ware- 
house yesterday, and a building for the 
accommodation of about 200 persons at 
the snmd locality is nearly completed. 


Hi'-"ace & Co. have covered the en- 


tire I?nd at the station with 
fresh 


earth and black Band. 


The station at Kakaako is under the 


thargp of Col. J. H. Fisher, with Mr. 
J S. McComb as second in command. 
Both gentlemen are 
devoting their 


whole time to th6 work. 


Di- Bowman has 
been appointed 


physio'an of the station and makes a 
personal examination of every Inmate 
twice a day. No sickness of any kind 
has developed among the people quar- 
tered there, and all show a marked 
disposition to make the best of the sit- 
uation

Advertiser:—The problem 


facing the Board of Healtn is so nearly 
that -which ihaa ibeen solved in so many 
mainland cities that a lesson tfrom *helr 
experience may be learned. The yel- 
low fever to to the cities of tlhe Gulf 
States, of the West Indies and of Cen- 
tral America what tih« plague is to Ho- 
nolulu. The terror which seizes the 
people of New Orleans, Mobile. Jack- 
sonville, and even cities inland is so 
great that the shotgun quarantines of 
the tier of southern states is a by-word 
all over that section of the United 
States. 
- 
The portions of those cities from 


which comes the danger are those which 
ore given over to the negroes and Ou- 
ibans and their habits are not more 
cleanly iperfrflips than those of the Ori- 
entals. But iwhen the dreaded Yellow 
Jac_ gets a foothold action is quick and 
decisive. The now recognized plan Is 
to immediately push oat from the city 
proper that clement of tfie population 
which is a menace to its general health. 
iW'bat are known as detention camps 
are ii-nmediately put up and fttoere are 
herded, "there is no better word, the 
negroes and o'thers, and during the en- 
tire time that there is any danger the 
camp is maintained. 
_ 
The camp is In tedt Just a village of 
tents, wooden floors being put in and 
the necessary trenches and ditches be- 
ing dug by tfliose wtoo are in quaran- 
tine. The camp is usually surrounded 
by a light barbed .wire fence which is 
always a great helpt to the guard. The 
guarding of tne suspects is thorough, 
tor those people who Iknow «he danger 
of the (fever aever stop to argue with 
any blockade runaers, but shoot at 
sight. The people who are kept in 
these camps are not allowed free access

Fined Two Hundred and Fifty. 


The following article was written by 


Ensign C, L. Poor, U.S.N.T who is one 
of Governor ,Ge<eral Leary's staff on 
the Island of Guam, l\ appeared first 
in the Christmas number of Harper's 
Weekly: 


*When, under the most amusingly 


opera-bouffe conditions ever experi- 
enced in modern warfare, the United 
States steamship Charleston, on June 
20,1898, captured the "beautiful but iso- 
lated and eleepy old Spanish island col- 
ony of Guam in the -western Pacific, 
the place was governed by a lieuten- 
ant colonel of the Spanish army, Don 
Juan Marina, supported by a staff of 
four army and one naval officers, and 
a garrison tot fifty-four Spanish sol- 
diers, with a native militia of fifty-four 
men, 
these latter being armed with 


old Remington rifles, and organized as 
artillery crews for four old brass field- 
guns. 


Upon* the departure of the Charles- 


ton the Spanish officers and soldiers 
were removed, and the Island (was left 
nominally in charge of its leading citi- 
zens and the native soldiery. This con- 
dition of affairs prevailed until late 
this spring, when the United States 
steamship Nanshan, a purchased col- 
lier, brought Lieutenant Kaiser, U.3.N., 
to the island. Except for short periods 
of time when the United States steam- 
ship Bennington and the United States 
steamship Brutus were in the harbor, 
the peace and rule of the island xrere 
in the harfds of the natives; and most 
excellently did they peform their duty 
—so well that It augurs most favor- 
ably for the future well-being pf this 
colony, though the warmth of t&r re- 
ception and genuine interest shown in 
our government by these cleanly and 
intelligent people are 
sufficient evi- 


dence of that. 


During all this time the native troops 


have maintained their 
and discipline, keeping 


organization 
their clothes 


and equipments clean and in order, 
posting their sentries, and carrying 
out their routine—all in a most praise- 
worthy manner. They are a soldierly, 
intelligent body of men, and will un- 
doubtedly be a valuable auxiliary to 
the new marine garrison that has ar- 
rived on the United States steamship 
Yosemitej Their best sphere of useful- 
ness would'be as a police force and as 
rural guards in the outlying villages, 
thus relieving the marines of this iso- 
lated and monotonous*duty. The na- 
tives of Guam are in pleasing contrast 
to the Filipinos. Though originally, 
in great part, from the same stock, 
they have inherited all of the virtues 
and few of the vices of these people. 
There is in the blood of these people 
a considerable proportion of Spanish, 
South American, and American stock, 
the last being due to the whaling-ves- 
sels that used to frequent the island in 
large numbers to obtain fresh water 
and to recuperate their crews. It is 
not at all unusual to hear English spo- 
ken, even in the interior of the isl- 
and, and, in fact, it is quite as com- 
mon as Spanish. In personal appear- 
ance thd natives resemble the Filipi- 
nos, though of greater stature and 
more robust, while the hair is not so 
bristling and porcupinelike, and brown 
or even blond hair is occasional evi- 
dence of the mixture of races. The 
intelligence, as indicated by their 
fates, is much more marked than in 
the natives of the Philippines. The 
women, when young, have well-round- 
ed figures and an excellent carriage, 
which redeems to a great extent their 
shortness of stature and consequent 
tendency to dumpiness. In my long 
walks about Agana I have noticed 
many that were very comely and some 
that were decidedly pretty. As they 
sfee they do not become unduly fat, or 
later on repulsively haggard, as is the 
case with so many tropical natives. 


Their dress is neat and clean, and in 


their personal habits they are modest 
and tidy. For the women the costume 
consists of a short chemise, or Jacket, 
with low neck and short sleeves. This 
is made of white material of varying 
degrees of fineness. For more-ceremo- 
nial 
occasions it is embroidered 


around the neck and upon the sleeves. 


i t u y seem to be quite us unruly here 
43 ,they arc in their home, and their 
qualities make them about the only 
disturbing element in this peaceful, 
well-disposed people. The only pris- 
oner in, the ]all of the place was an 
ugly-looking Filipino who had mur- 
dered a Orman trader about a year 
ago, 
and was sentenced to a long term 


of confinement. When we were, visit- 
ing the jaii the keeper showed us his 
solitary piisoner, and then carelessly 
left the doot of the cell, a large room 
with wooden-barred windows, and ap- 
parentb 
very insecure, wide open 


while he showed us about elsewhere. 
When \\e commented on this he eaid 
that no piecautions were necessary, for 
no one DM the island would harbor the 
prisoner or aid him in any way, should 
he attempt to escape, and "that he 
would soon be returned to custody by 
the people 
Last March the few Filipinos on the 


island began 
to foment and incite 


trouble and insurrection, saying that 
the Americans were not coming, and 
that the islands were to be given back 
to Spain. Their efforts were fruitless, 
for the loyal and pacific natives imme- 
diately compelled these men to leave 
the island and go to the islands to the 
northward 


As to the mental and moral charac- 


teristics of our new citizens, all that we 
know so far is of a favorable nature 
They are cleanlv intelligent and peace- 
able. The great majority of them can 
read and write, and every village has 
Its school for instruction in the ele- 
mentary branches 
They are modest 


and very courteous in theif deport- 
ment, and invariably touch their hats 
to us whan we pass them, and are most 
generous to visitors. The host who 
should receive visitors without offer- 
ing- them some refreshment 
during 


the call is considered very insulting 
to his guests, while it is equally rude 
for the guest to refuse the proffered 
refreshment. 
They seem to be very 


light-hearted, and are fond of music 
and dancing, while their greatest 
amusement is cock-fighting— the tax 
upon which was one of the principal 
sources of revenue to the former gov- 
ernment of the island They are not 
at all fervent in their religion, and 
about all of the church-going and de- 
votion is confined to the women Per- 
haps, however, they are excusable in 
this, for the Spanish priests who have 
been here have not set a good exam- 
ple, being a cruel and oppressive lot 
The native priests are of a far higher 
and better character, and are 
much 


more respected. 
The worst trait, however, of the citi- 


zen of Guam is indolence. Nature is 
so provident, and so warm and smil- 
ing here, that little effort is required 
to support life and provide sustenance 
for the family 
To pay a native by 


the day or In advance is a fatal error 
indeed, for he will work until he has 
accumulated a few dollars, then buy 
his wife a new skirt, lay in a supply 
of canned goods at the store, some 
tobacco and tuba (cocoanut rum), and 
then retire to a life of affluent ease for 
as many months as the money and 
supplies hold out. 
Intoxication is very rare. Men and 


women alike smoke cigars and pipes, 
and nearly every one has the unsight- 
ly habit of chewing the betel-nut. The 
native cigar is an object of wonder 
to the newcomer. It is made from the 
whole leaf of the native tobacco, which 
is of most excellent flavor, but very 
strong and green, rolled into a cylin- 
der about eight inches long, and 
wound about with threads of fibre to 
keep it from unwrapping. 


With the example of American ener- 


gy and industry; with advanced edu- 
cation, and with the 
Influences of 


progress; with a strong and Just gov- 
ernment and purified religious example

The body was remov- 
ed to fbe imorgue and the coroner noti- 
fiedSome degree of myst^rv surrounded 
the Identity of the dead Chinaman and 
the cause of death, though the mem- 
bers of the Board of Health believed it 
to be a case of murder. The opinioa 
•was also expressed that the man might 
have been one of the Ohinaimien -who es- 
caped from quarantine a few days ago 
and was not caught. Chas. Val Poon, 
watchman at the Oahu railroad depot. 
said last night ttoat last Friday evening 
soon after dark he sarw a Chinaman, 
carrying a roll of blankets.in the vicin- 
ity of the pond referred to, and be- 
lieving (him to be in the act of escap- 
ing from the quarantine district, he no- 
tified an assistant of Oapt Bowers, the 
patrolman, and -with him endeavored to 
capture the Chinaman. In the dark 
they were, ihowever, unable to keep on 
the track of their man, and he disap- 
peared. 
uate last evening Deputy Marshal 


ChilHngworth impanelled a jury, "which 
after viewipg the 'body held an inquest 
and returned a verdict of death fro"n 
accidental drawing. An autopsy will 
therefore not toe held. 
The dead Chinaman had about $20 In 


money in his pockets, -which mafces the 
'theory of drowning all the more proo- 
able. It is considered likely that the 
deceased lost his way in the dark and 
walked or ran into-the pond before ha 
knew of the danger that confronted 
him

PLAGUE IN INDIA. 


Its Ravages Were Decreasing at 


Last Reports. 


The British Medical Journal of De- 


cember 2, in an article on the bubonic 
plague in ^ndia, makes the following 
statement: 
"The summary lor India 


for the week ending November 4th 
shows an increase on the previous 
week amounting to 3,971, instead of 
3,672 
Since then a marked decrease 


in the death rate from plague has been 
telegraphed. During the week report- 
ed upon, an increase was recorded in 
Bombay City, but a decrease in the 
Bombay 
Presidency 
generally. In 


Southern India plague has generally 
decreased 
"The report of the sanitary officer for 


Calcutta, Dr. Nleld Cook, is interesting 
reading. Dr. Cook states that 'history 
repeats itself,' and that a number of 
people even now believe the statement 
that plague exists or has existed in 
Calcutta during the past eighteen 
months is pure fiction. When it first 
appeared in Calcutta not only the laity 
but a number of medical men In re- 
sponsible positions attempted to dis- 
prove the fact of plague being present 


"It was .the same tale when plague 


appeared in Hongkong, Bombay, and 
almost every other place or city which 
it has visited, and the medical man 
who first called attention to the pres- 
ence of the disease has in every in- 
stance been looked at askance, and oft- 
en held up to ridicule."

ise Success. 


WASHINGTON. Dec.

bills have been Introduced in the House 
and Senate for the immediate construc- 
tion by the Government pf' a canal 
along the San Juan river to Lake Nica- 
ragua, and then to the Pacific coast, it 
is difficult to forecast at this time what 
action Congress will take in the mat- 
ter.

An unknown Chinaman, who was ta- 


ken to the Chinese Hospital from Yee 
Hing's coffin store on Beretanla street 
as a suepoct, died at the Institution at 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Dr. 
Howard had been v\ Etching the case 
and had considered it one of grave 
suspicion. 


An autopsy held at the morgue at 


10 o'clock last night discovered firm 
grounds for the suspicion, and one 
more death from plague is recorded. 
The body was cremated at once 


Death in the Joss House. 


Anotner suspicious case was report- 


ed by Dr. Howard to the Board of 
Health yesterday morning. The Doc- 
tor, who is acting as physician to the 
United Chinese Societies, was called by 
a member of that body to examine a 


- 
Chinaman, who was lying ill at the 
Joss-house on Pauahi, between River 
and Maunakea streets. 


A careful examination of the patient 


revealed symptoms which justified 
a 


report to the Board and the removal of 
the man to the Chinese Hospital. 
Three other inmates of the house, one 
of whom had just entered for the pur- 
pose of performing his regular devo- 
tions, were conveyed to the camp at 
Kakaako. 


When the Chinese in the district 


learned of this case they gathered in 
strong force and talked excitedly of the 
prospects 
of their church 
being 


burned, but a few calmer spirits 
soothed the fears of the assembly and 
no- trouble was made 


Japanese Baby 111. 


The infant daughter of thp Japanese 


woman from Merchant street, who was 
reported on Tuesday as a suspicious 
case, has also developed grave symp- 
toms of the dread disease 
Dr. Garvin 


found the child's pulse 160 and her 
temperature 103.5. while an enlarged 
inguinal gland gave additional cause 
for misgiving. 


The condition of the woman herselt 


is most grave, and her end is reported 
a# very near. In company with her 
child, she was removed last evening to 
the pest hospital, and her husband and 
his brother were at the same time con- 
veyed to the camp at Kakaako. 


The Board of Health take exception 


to an article on this case which ap- 
peared in an evening paper of yester- 
day's date, and state that a guard was 
posted at the house immediately after 
the physician's report was receh • d by 
them, and, furthermore, that the house

Two Opium Dens. 


Since the house to bouse and room 


to room inspection has been in prog- 
ress in the Chinatown district, many 
strange and curious sights have been 
exposed 
The latest discoveries were 


two opium dene perched high above the 
ground and cleverly screened from a 
casual glance about the courtyards 
which were the initial points of start- 
ing through the maze of passageways 
leading directly to the dens. 


Going through a passageway leading 


from King street between Kekaulike 
and River streets, the reporter came to 
a court-yard which in appearance was 
similar to hundreds of others so sand- 
wiched in front t!he street. Stairways, 
passageways, kitchens, sleeping rooms, 
groups of Chinese men, women and 
children, formed an innocent-looking 
picture, seemingly de\old of any secret 
openings leading to foul opium dens. 
Yet the guide mounted a nckety stair- 
way at ithe top of which was a landing 
and an ordinary whitewashed door ex-

•courtyard. It was apparently two and 
a haif feet wide, but when pushed open 
by the guide after giving a signal, only 
a half of the door swung on hinges.

The Jingoes Willing to 


Ruin It, 


A Bishop on Convent Scandals-- 


Doomed to Exile-Eugenie's 


Singular Arrest.. 


PARIS, Dec. 21.—Is the Paris Expo- 


sition, after all, going to be a failure? 
The question is being asked xwith some 
concern by very many who, even in 
the midst of the Dreyfus case or at the 
time of all the boycotting schemes, 
would have said that the success of 
the great show was assured. The fact 
is that the everlasting 
changes of 


French politics have created a situa- 
tion which would make it to the In- 
terest of a certain party—and a very 
powerful party at that—to have the ex- 
position fail. This requires a little ex- 
planation. 
The French jingoes, like the jingoes 


of most other nations, believe that the 
only national policy of true worth is 
to treat all foreigners as scoundrels— 
especially those foreigners who are 
rich anil prosperous and constantly 
good customers. 
Now the Government of France sees 


quite well that if the foreigner is to be 
asked to come aa the guest of France 
to the exhibition he cannot be treated 
as necessarily a scoundrel; he must, 
on the contrary, be treated with a cer- 
tain degree of politeness and decency. 


England Hated Most of All. 


The' nation most directly concerned 


Is, of course, England. England is 
France's best customer and sends the 
greatest number of visitors to all her 
shows. The number of English tour- 
ists visiting Prance each year prob- 
ably exceeds that of all the other na- 
tions put together, for the return fare 
from London to Paris is only $10. That 
Is why M. Delcasse the other day made 
a conciliatory speech, deprecating the 
incessant press attacks on England. 
The Government evidently recognized 
that the policy of constant, if ill-de- 
fined, hostility to England would in 
the end be vsure to bear fruit—part of 
the crop being the Ill-success of the 
exhibition. But England is the jingoes 
pet bng-a-boo. 
Thus the incompatibility of adhering 


consistently at the same time to the 
policy of "shaking the fist at every- 
body," as Delcasse put it, and inviting 
everybody to the exhibition. "Then," 
said the Jingo', "perish the 'exhibition! 
Rather than surrender 
the 
glorious 


policy of hostility to England, Gfer- 
many, Italy and America, the great 
show of 1900 can take its chance.' Be- 
cause, let a policy of general friendli- 
ness with our neighbors once be ac- 
cepted by France, and the raison d'etre 
of the Nationalist, the Jingo party, dis- 
appears. And in that case, say the Pa- 
triots, "what becomes of us?" 


But there is also something more. If 


the exhibition is a failure there Is pret- 
ty certain to be trouble afterward—all 
the more because many thousand work- 
men will- be thrown out of employ- 
ment The trouble might possibly be 
induced to take the form of a revolu- 
tion, which the Nationalists so much 
desire. 


Actually Anxious for Failure. 


Thus it happens that a large and in- 


fluential French party, from being in- 
different about the success of the exhi- 
bition, has come actually to desire its 
failure. They now begin to tell us that 
it is undignified for France to turn 
herself into a sort of caravansary, that 
the people benefited will be mainly ho- 
tel keepers and the railway companies 
—largely foreigners and Jews. 


Offended at Apologists. 


Desiring to get an independent opin- 


ion in the matter, I flaw the other day 
the director of one of the most influen- 
tial papers in Paris—a paper which has 
from the first been interested largely 
in the exhibition. What he said in ef- 
fect -was this: "I do not think that 
failure is to be looked for. But at the 
same liimfi I am -afraid it will be very 
monotonous, and probably it will mark 
the zenith of this sort of international 
entertainment. There will almost cer- 
tainly .be a general strike afterward, 
and very probably serious trouble." 


The conciliatory attitude of the Gov- 


ernment toward England 
has been 


particularly annoying to the National- 
ists, because they eay: "Now ia our 
chance," They reason thus: "A few 
thousand peasants have compelled Eng- 
land to put forward all her strength. 
This shows that the vaunted power of 
the English, ia all a sham. A good 
knock from Russia and France would 
cause the might of England to go down 
like a pack, of cards, The Boers have 
put us to shame. All this time Eng- 
land has been imposing her will upon 
aalf the world, and we have stood by 
In fear. Strike now, and we have crip- 
pled onr hereditary 
enemy 
forever, 


and taken away once and for all her 
capacity to do us any harm." 
It Is recognized, however, that the 


balance of power is held by Germany, 
and Mr. Chambertain's speech on the 
alleged Anglo-Teutonic alliance has 
come as a'very cold douche 


Curiously enough, America is not 


much 
considered 
in the 
matter. 


Frenchmen pay Americans the dubious 
compliment of believing 
that 
the 


United Statns would never come to the 
aid of England in any trouble unless 
America bad something very substan- 
tial to gain. They do not see that this 
is the case, and BO the Anglo-Ameri- 
can alliance te regarded as a quantite 
negligible. Mr. Chamberlain's refer- 
ence to it, However, coming on top ot

Biihop on Convent Scandal*. 


The French 
Convent orphanages 


known as the "Bon Pasteur" have re- 
cently been the object of violent at- 
tacks from 
the Anti-Clerical party. 


Shocking abuses have been alleged as 
icommon In these orphanages, especial- 
ly those of Nancy and Mans. A letter 
has been written by the Bishop of Nan- 
cy to the congregation In Rome, pro- 
testing against 
certain allegations 


against him personally, brought 
by 


laymen and priests in his diocese. In 
this letter the Bishop himself accuses 
the directors of the Nancy Convent of 
various scandals—among others that 
girls whose eyesight has become too 
bad for needlework are encouraged to 
erter houses of Ill-repute In order that 
they may find a market for the fine 
linen turned out by the convent. One 
can Imagine how such 
allegations 


ooming from n bishop, have been used 
by the Anti-Clericals. 


Eugenie's Singular Arrest. 


Amongst the recent deaths of inter- 


esting persons is that of the Countes= 
de Cistiglione,, who under the second 
Empire was famous as a great beaurv 
and was even "said to have considerable 
Influence with Napoleon IIL. One even- 
Ing the Countess appeared at a" ball 
at the Tulleries as Salambo, in a cos- 
tume which permitted one to see that 
she had dispensed with underclothing, 
and which scandalized the assembly to 
such an extent that she was requested 
to withdraw. For the' last twenty 
years the Countess had been living in 
strict retirement in Italy, and had 
been but a short time in Paris when 
she died. The rumor runs that she 
was sent to France to enlist sympathy 
with the republican movement in Italy. 


The death has recently been 
an- 


nounced of Madame Lebreton-Bour- 
baki, who was for thirty years com- 
panion to the Empress Eugenie. The 
name of Mme. LeBreton, as she was 
more commonly known, recalls stirring 
scenes in connection with the flignt of 
the Empress from Paris. And this 
again recalls a touching little incident 
which occurred to the Empress Euge- 
nie here last winter. As is the Em- 
press' wont while in Paris, she was 
taking her dally stroll in the garden 
of the Tuileries, and, forgetful of the 
fact that the property now belongs to 
the Government, is a public park and 
consequently subject to the iron keep- 
off-the-grass and don't-pick-the-flow- 
ers rule, she broke a little twig from 
an orange tree and was about to fasten 
it on her dress, when a watchful guard- 
ian accosted her, ,and refusing to listen 
to the Empress' confused explanations, 
insisted upon her accompanying him 
to the police station and paying the 
prescribed fine for tampering with the 
municipal flowers. Fortunately, the 
Empress was rescued from her difficul- 
ty by the arrival of an old sergeant de 
ville, who recognized the Empress and 
explained to the over-zealous guardian 
who the culprit was and how there was 
little wonder that she should forget 
the garden was no longer her own 
pleasure ground, and had not been for 
over twenty years.

Important Matters are 


Discussed, 


Last Appropriation Bill Will Allow 


Improvements ttf 


Continue. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The Executive Council held an im- 


portant meeting yesterday morning, 
President Dole and all the members of 
the QSabinet being present, except At- 
torney General Cooper, whose duties as 
president of the Board of Health de- 
manded hjs close attention. 


There was some discussion of the 


holding of the two offices by Minister 
Cooper, and there is a likelihood that 
they will be separated and a recom- 
mendation to that effect will be for- 
warded to Washington in the hope 
that the new arrangement 
will be 


covered in the form of government to 
be adopted for the Hawaiian Islands. 
Minister Cooper is of course to be con- 
sulted about the proposed separation 
of the offices. 


The statement having been made 


that an insufficient amount of official 
news from Washington is given to the 
public, and the statement, also, that 
too much is given out, the Council dis- 
cussed the matter, but arrived at no 
definite conclusion. It was, however, 
decided that national matters of gen- 
eral Interest should be -made public, 
though this does not include corre- 
spondence on matters still pending, 
nor concerning individuals. 


The subject of appropriations follow- 


ing the biennial period ending, Janu- 
ary 1, 1900, was an important matter 
discussed by the Cabinet. It was final- 
ly decided that the law allows the same 
rate to be continued until another ap- 
propriation is made 
Touching upon 


this question, the Pall road wad cited 
as an example where an appropriation 
was needed. The previous appropria- 
tion of $30,000 for the work has been 
expended, though the road Is still in an 
unfinished condition. The provisions 
of the appropriation bill from current 
receipts, the Council decided, was real- 
ly a new appropriation of the same 
amounts for the new biennial period, 
pending action by the Legislature. Not 
only the Pall road, but other necessary 
Improvements may, under the clfm'on 
of the Council, be continued

It is now considered probable that 


the wreck of the bark William Carson 
will be saved, as nothing but a hard 
wind will prevent her being towed to 
a spot where the coal can be extracted 
from the hold. Since this Is the case, 
the question of salvage Is being pretty 
generally discussed along the water- 
front, and particularly by the owners 
of the steamers which have 
been 


standing by the wreck with more or 
less constancy. 


The Wilder steamer Lehua has had a 


line fast to the submerged wreck al- 
most ever since she -was found, sixteen 
miles off Diamond Head, last Friday 
morning, following her collision with 
the steamer Claudlne. At the same 
time credit for finding the wreck is 
claimed by the tug Eleu, and a claim 
for salvage will of course be filed by 
her owners. 


The steamer Maul has also been as- 


sisting In holding tho wreck. But it 
appears that the United States Govern- 
ment tug Iroquols also had a hand In 
the matter, which will be looked after 
by the proper authorltiea, if there is 
any salvage to be obtlined. Therr ar° 
points in the case that will no doub' 
tie hard nuts to crack by the.courts 
and some time will ensue before thp 
matter Is finally settled.
